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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment filed 7 May 2002 (Paper No: 10) is acknowledged. Accordingly, 
claim 15 is amended, claim 16 is cancelled, claims 1-15 and 17-57 are pending, claims 1-14, 22- 
28, and 34-57 are drawn to non-elected claims and are withdrawn from examination and claims 
15, 17-21, and 29-33 are under examination. 

Response to Arguments 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 Withdrawn 

1 . Rejection of claims 1 9 and 33 over Reiter, et al., (1 998, WO 98/40403) under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) is withdrawn in view of arguments. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 Maintained 

2. Rejection of claims 15, 17-18, 20-21, and 29-32 over Reiter, et al., (1998, WO 98/40403) 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) is maintained for reasons set forth in the previous office action. The 
traversal is on the grounds that Reiter does not provide any evidence shoving that their PSCA 
antibodies can inhibit the growth of PSCA-expressing cancer cells in vivo or in vitro, nor that the 
antibody is internalized upon binding. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not 
persuasive. Reiter teach unconjugated PSCA antibodies which may be introduced into patients 
that bind to PSCA on prostate cancer cells and mediates the destruction of the cells and the 
tumor (p. 23) and teach the conjugation of the antibody v^th cytotoxic agents (p. 13). It would 
be reasonable to conclude that the antibody taught by Reiter and of the claimed invention are the 
same because they bind to the same antigen (PSCA) and both are used for the same purposes. 
Likewise, it would be reasonable to conclude that the antibody of Reiter would be intemalized 
upon binding to the PSCA cell surface.
